vUited tbe President a few weeks ago 
he asked some of them bow soon they 
thought their people would be retidy lo 
have a General Assembly called fur the 
purpose nf considering local leviiiliitlou 
Some of tbe couiiulwiouers replied that 
the liiue bad already come. 
.Since 


then they have sent a petition lo tbe 
President, by tbe bauds of Secretary 
Taft, urging him to lake tbe matter 
iuto serious aud early consideration. 
One reason for tbeir so dolug is tbe fact 
that tbe U. B. Philippine Commission- 
er* have promulgated a series of inter- 
nal revenue lawn, which, with tbe custom 
duties, tbe Filipiuos tbiuk will be of 
deep interest to the inhabitants of the 
island. Since they must provide tbe 
reveuue they ask for tbe privilege of 
having something to say about the ob- 
jects for which tbe money shall be ap- 
propriated. In auy event they think 
their law should be considered and rat- 
ified by tbe representatives of the peo- 
ple. Your correspondent called today 
at the revenue division of the Treasury 
and was informed that thus far the Gov- 
ernment has uo internal revenue ofllcer 
iu tbe Philippines, but there is oue iu 
Hawaii. It was also thought at tbe 
Treasury that ouly Congress can pass 
laws for purposes of taxation, .since 
that is ihe way provided by the Con- 
utitutliiii. Under these circumstances 
it is understood that President Roose- 
velt will soon do all he prudently can 
;o ameliorate commercial conditions iu 
our Eastern possessions. Aud he may 
issue orders for calling togetber a Na- 
tional Assembly, with limited powers, 
much sooner than the"auti-iiuperia- 
isls" Imagine.

St Petersburg, Aug. 2C.-The latest 


Information from th« front is summed

ebowing that the Japanese In the as- 
taults on Port Arthur Aug. 21 and 22 
were again repulsed with heavy losses. 


Despite the assertion made In Tokio 


that all the attack!, so far on the fo'rt- 
ress have been merely preliminary to 
a grand infantry assault, the feeling 
grows here that the ferocity of the re- 
peated attacks and defeats must b« 
gradually dissipating the energy of 
the besiegers and that the Japanese 
niu.v Uud after all that "they have

J'ort Arthur." 


Kothing can be ascertained here re- 


garding the reports from Toklo of the 
rluklug of two Russian torpedo boat 
destroyers at Port Arthur. 


The fact that the Tort Arthur squad- 


ron is already so crippled and scat- 
tered has greatly reduced ills Import- 
ance as a tactical factor in the eyes of 
the authorities here. Accounts of tbe 
misfortune to tbe battleship Sevastopol 
and of the sinking of the cruiser Novlk 
are allowed to he extensively printed, 
and it appears that the balance of sea 
power In the oust is thoroughly upset 
pending the arrival of the Baltic squad- 
ron io Oriental waters.

They range from the 
tiny half Inch tube* attached to Christ- 
mas calendars to the enormous twelve 
foot Instruments used In experimental 
work by meteorologist!. 


Perhaps the most difficult part of 


the manufacture of thermometers Is 
that of lilting the tube with a bulb of 
exactly the right capacity. The size 
of the latter must have an exact rela- 
tion to that of the former. If it Is too 
large for the bore (he mercury or col- 
ored alcohol, whichever Is usedi will j 
not rise high enough in the tube; If j 
too small, It will rise too high. In the 
little clinical thermometer on whose 
story the physician depends so' often 
for his decision the bore Is so fli^e that 
a human hair can hardly be Inserted. 
As these thermometer!) must be reg- 
ulated to record minutely the tempera- 
ture, the person on whose judgment 
depends the size of the bulb to be at- 
tached must !«> a highly skilled work- 
mini. The men who do this part of the 
work have to be highly paid. 


The marking of the degrees on the 


h6llow tube is the step next in im- 
portance in the making of the little 
curse and blessing.

The Association of German Tool 


Manufacturers has urged the imperial 
government to prevent the further in- 
roads of American manufacturers upon 
their special branches. It is claimed 
that iu the Iirst quarter of the year the 
import of tools had more than "doubled, 
having increased from 245 tons to 526 
tons, aud that in the second quarter 
the increase 
threatened 
to

Special emphasis is laid 
on the fact that the United States gov- 
ernment levies a tax of 45 per cent on 
German machines, against the German 
tariff of 5 per cent, and they Insist 
that German machines are in no wise 
inferior to the American, and that there 
is no need whatever for the introduction 
of American machines aud tools into 
Germany.

Cure for Varicose Veins. 


Dr. Marcbais, of tbe Paris hospitals, 


has just submitted to tbe French Aca- 
demy of Medicine a somewhat novel 
treatment for tbe cure of varicose veins 
iu tbe leg.

postmen, obliged to go long distances 
on foot, there were few men who suffer 
from varicose veins, and those who had 
varicose veius quickly recovered from 
them. Now, as a rule patients with 
varicose veius are advised to walk as 
little as possible, but Dr. Marcbais lias 
changed all this, and as tbe result of 
experiments be has successfully carried 
out on twenty-one patients he asserts 
that the most effective cure for varicose 
veius in the leg* consists of walking. 


He shows that, iu order to obtain

to the cause of tbe allliction, 


which is tbe hypertension of the blood 
iu the veius. ' It Is, be says, possible 
even for the badly afflicted to cure 
themselves by rational dally walking 
exercises, preceded by massage of the 
legs.

The color stands in 
our slang for everything miserable und 
depressing. 


But this IB only one of u thousand 


queer facts about colors. 


Heat a bar of Iron aud tbe particles 


of tbe metal aru set in motion, shak- 
ing violently oue against another. 


Presently tbe surrounding ether Is set 


In motion in large, slow waves through 
the air, like the waves of the sen, until 
they break upon our skin and give us 
tlie sensation of heat. As the Iron gets 
hotter other waves are set In motion In 
Immense numbers, traveling at more 
than lightning speed, and tbese break 
upon the eye, giving us the sensation 
of red light. 


Tbe redhot Iron, getting still more 


heated, throws out other sets of waves, 
still smaller and more rupltl—orange, 
yellow, green, blue, Indigo, violet, all 
the colors of tbe rainbow. 
The eye 


cannot tell one from anotber; the whole 
bundle of rays mixed up gives us an 
impression of white. That Is the glow 
from white hot iron, and eucb is the 
light from the still greater brightness 
of the sun. 
Sunlight is a bundle of 


rays of 
light—red, orange, 
yellow, 


green, blue. Indigo and violet all mixed 
together. The mixture of all colors Is 
white light
